The selection of an all-American team 
for 1917 presents a number of obstacles 
not met with in ordinary years. 


With Tale, Harvard and Princeton play- 
ing only "informal" football and not to bo 
considered in the .selections, -vvlth many 
other teams depleted by the demonds of 
war, it might be imagined that an all- 
American selection would settle down to 
a choice of players from the few teams ' 
which retained to a large measure their 
1916 strength.

Washington. Nov. 2 9.—Naval opera- 
tion of all American merchant ships 
engaged 
in trans-Atlantic 
service 
is 
planned 
by the government to safe- 
guard vessels traversing the 
subma- 
rine zone. 
The proposal has the ap- 
proval of Secretaries Baker and Dan- 
iels and will be adopted by the ship- 
ping board. 


The plan is to operate the ships with 
naval reserves, enlisting into the serv- 
ice the present officers and men of the 
merchant 
fleet. 
Those who 
do 
not 
wish to enlist would be shifted to the 
South American and J'acific trades, al- 
though officials believe the great ma- 
jority are ready to enter the navy serv- 
ice. 


Naval oneration of 
the 
merchant 
fleet has been talked of ever since the 
I'nited States went to war. but hereto- 
fore the shipping board has objected 
to naval crews for any vessels other 
than transports. Officials of the board, 
however, 
finally 
h.ave been won over 
and at a conference today with 
war 
and navy department 
officials 
they 
endorsed the plan as the bc.st method 
of getting and 
keeping trained 
and 
di.sciplined crews. 
It will be formally 
adopted probably next week. 


A greater part 
of 
the 
American 
merchant marino already is engaged 
in over.seas service and virtually all of 
the new ships coming from the ways 
will be put into the trade. 
It is es- 
timated 
that 
some 
15.000 
merchant 
ship officers and st.-amen will be taken 
into the naval reserve service. 
Regu- 
lations will undergo adjustments de- 
signed to make enlistment easy. 


The problem of pay for both officers 
and men h.as been solved by an ar- 
rangement 
under 
which 
owners 
of 
ve.ssels v.'ould make up the difference 
between the navy pay and the present 
wage rate. 
An enlisted 
man in 
the 
naval reserve is ivaid about one-third 
of what ordinary seamen in Ihe mer- 
chant service now arc drawing. 
Mer- 
ch;t.nt lieet officers also arc paid now 
more than are naval officers in 
the 
lower commissioned grade.s.

navy department are conducting train- 
ing schools and 
under Ihe pian 
the 
shij>ping board's 
schools

Men Applymg for training first would 
be enlisted in the reserves and

culty n(jw. it is said, in holding men 
trained in the shipping board's schools 
and enlistment before training would 
solve this problem.

Five m o n t h s ago Inefficiency of coal 
transportation 
by railroads w a s 
dis- 
covered, proved and exposed by 
the 


, federal trade commission In an official 
: report signed by Commissioners Davies, 
! Colver and Fort 
This w a s m a d e pub- 
j lie on June 19. 


T h e situation w a s described in these 
words: 
"The commission believes that 
the coal industry is paralyzing t h e in- 
dustries of the country, and that coal 
the coal Industry itself is paralyzed by 
the failure of transportation." 


In its report the commission recom- 
mended 
"that 
the 
transportation 
j agencies of the United States both rail 
' and water be pooled and operated on 
government account, and that by such 
m e a n s of transportation be operated as 
a unit, the o w n i n g corporations being 
paid a just 
and 
fair 
compensation 
w h i c h would cover normal net proiit, 
up-keep and betterments." 


Five m o n t h s after this r e c o m m e n d a - 
, tlon w a s made it has been decided that 
i pooling be applied as a remedy In the 
eastern railroad territory w h e r e 
con- 
gestion is greatest. 


The present coal famine w a s fore- 
seen by the federal trade commission 
and realistically predicted In their re- 
port and in the hearing before the sen- 
ate committee on commerce. 


Speaking to the committee at that 
time Mr. Colver said: 


"Now Is the time to act. 
N o t h i n g 
will make up for the loss of time. 
It 
is during these s u m m e r m o n t h s 
that 
next winter's supply must be 
mined 
and transported to the regions w h e r e 
it is to be used. 
Next winter it will be 
too late. 
The railroads will have other 
commodities to carry 
The demands of 
w a r lnd\istrles will be urgent and if 
the remedy Is not applied at this time 
it Is absolutely certain that the country 
will suffer a serious coal f a m i n e w h i c h 
will check w a r industries and 
other 
industries and will cause great 
suf- 
fering to people w h o will be unable to 
get coal for heating their homes." 


The only answer to Mr. Colver's re- 
port and recommendation w a s a n or- 
ganized effort on the part of a group 
of railroad presidents to have Colver 
appointed Vice Governor of the Philip- 
pine Islands. 


The railroads have been willing to 
do anything except the one thing w h i c h 
would aflford relief. 
They are willing 
the government fix a m a x i m u m 
price 
for coal. 
They wore willing to work 
under a priority committee and to beg 
for more money, government aid and 
higher freight rates f r o m the 
inter- 
state c o m m e r c e commission. 
B u t they 
do not want to have their equipment 
pooled and have their roads run a s a 
unit 
under 
government 
supervision 
with only a normal net profit guaran- 
tee. 


They organized a railway war board 
and 
tried 
by priority orders to 
un- 
tagle the snarl. 
But while a priority 
order was pulling out one tralnload, a 
dozen other trains were piling up and 
the snarl has continued until every im- 
portant transportation center is a log- 
Jam of undigested freight w i t h no hope 
of relief. 


The fuel commission found, for ex- 
ample, that while the city of W a s h i n g - 
ton was without coal, either hard or 
soft in any of its coal yards, and the 
whole population suffered and 
clam- 
ored for coal, there were between 30 
and 400 carloads of coal In the switch 
yards Just outside of Baltimore, 
less 
than 400 miles away. 


The commission finds that coal cars 
are still moving a t an average rate of 
I I miles a day because there Is no sys- 
tem or intelligence used in the hand- 
ling of equipment 


Congress will have to face the coal 
situation and will receive a report from 
the federal trade commission on the 
subject. 


Congress will learn that the remedy 
as proposed by the federal trade c o m - 
mission w a s for five m o n t h s disregard- 
ed and is n o w to be tried only in part, 
n a m e l y In the territory of the eastern 
railroads. 


If the commission's plan had 
been 
fully adopted the idle 
equipment 
of 
southern railroads could n o w be rushed 
to the north to help out and the big 
Mogul engines of the Santa F e could 
be brought east to yank out a f e w coal 
trains and take t h e m w h e r e they are 
so m u c h needed. 


Other nations in the European war 
have had to m e e t this problem by tak- 
ing over and operating the 
railroads 
and mines. 
Some of t h e m tried half- 
way expedients Just as w e have tried 
them during the last five months, only 
to learn that such expedients result in 
a sheer waste of valuable time.

Tho Belgian minister of war today tolc 
the Associated Press that the Belgian 
army was composed of 117.000 men 


t tlic beginning ot tho war, increased 
y 20,000 volunteers in August, 1914, 
IK! reduced to 60,000 men after the 
attle of the Yser. Since then by the 
nrollment of Belgian refugees and' 
lie enlistment of volunteers, who have 
raved the live wire barriers on the 
Holland frontier it has been brought 


p to ten divisions of well trained 
roops. 


"If our army has not undertaken op- 
rations of a wider scope up to this 
line," said the minister, "It.iH because 
t docs not devolve on it to decide the 
noment when these operations should 
)Cgin. Tho army is only a part of the 
combined allied forces, acting in unison 
and in accordance with carefully do- 
volnpcd plans. The army had valiant- 
ly flllod tho roll that has been asuigned 
to It 
It has just proved by Its bril- 


liant.participation In tho last offen- 
sive in Flanders that it is ready to at- 
tack with fervor and awaits Impatient- 
ly tho hour." 


Summarizing the work of the Bel- 


gian army during the war and refer- 
ring to Its difficulties In lack of equip- 
ment the minister recalled that In Au- 
gust, 1014, the army had only one ma- 
chine gun for each 1,000 men, only 
three field guns per 300 men with am- 
munition for only about 800 shots for 
each piece. It had no light mortars, 
no heavy artillery, no grenades, no 
trench equipment, no ambulances, no 
pontoon crews, not a single motor- 
cycle. It ha'd only 1,000 bicycles, two 
captive balloons, a few superannuated 
airplanes and a few posts of wireless 
telegraphy. 


"\Vc had only 32.000 infantry after 


the battle of the .Yser," said the min- 
ister, "and its equipment was in a pit- 
ible state. Munitions were lacking and 
all of the different organisms were de- 
ranged when the army base was trans- 
ferred to foreign soil. This remnant 
of an army not only barred the way 
to Calais, but while-doing so was re- 
organized and reinforced-until it now 
ounts three times the number of men 
hat the battle of Yser left. The front 
lelfl by the Belgian army has' been 
gradually 
lengthened 
from 
about 


.welve and a half miles after tho bat- 
tle of the Yser to seventeen miles in 
lanuary 1S16; eighteen;miles at the 
beginning of March, and about ninc- 
.een mites in June, 191 B. 


The Belgian army organized this 


front and held it alone, until the mid- 
dle of this year, when as a consequence ! 
of the operations of the allied offen- 
sive in Flanders if was reduced, en- 
abling the army to dispose of consid- 
erable reserves. The gigantic task of 
organizing defenses in this part'of tho 
front where water appears as soon as 
the ground is scratched has been fre- 
quently described. 
Other lines 
of 


strong defense were not only built 
there by the Belgian army but all of 
tho necessary communications with tho 
rear with barracks and shelters 


In August, 1!>17, the army had 


twelve times as many machine puns as 
in 1914, seven times as many field guns 
and heavy pieces with five times as 
much ammunition as was on hand at 
the outset of hostilities. 


"The Impression that has gotten 


abroad that the Belgian army was re- 
organized and re-equipnert entirely by 
ou.rallies is an error," ho added. "Bel- 
glum, exiled and deprived of all her 
resources, received generous hospital- 
ity and powerful aid from her glorious 
allies. 
It was on French and British 


soil that all ..was to be done, but tho 
Belgians themselves took' up the work 
of reconstructing. Tho Belgian nrmj 
created by its own efforts the greate 
part of what was indispensable for i 


live and flgnt. It is building its ow 


cannon, making its own powder and it 
own projectiles."

We are now fighting tho Prussianism 


of Germany as we -once fought the 
Prussianism of George III. America 
has consistently hated Prussinnisni, 
but the reason it is necessary for us 
to nglit Prussianism, 
is that 
if we 


didn't fight it, there would eventually 
be no America; the world would con- 
sist of Prussia and Prussia's servants. 


The Prussians are already planning 


their next war, in case this one doesn't 
gut them so far as they planned that 
it should. They are willing to make 
no pence which docs not put them in 
an advantageous position for their next 
war upon what portion of the world 
remains unmastered by them. 
And 


making peace %vlth them is for us a 
dangerous business, because, by their 
own declaration, their word of honor 
is merely a word to be used In trickery 
for their own advantage. 


They have declared their faith in the 


boneflcial use of lies, and have built 
up for themselves a 
tribal deity, a 


Prussian ideal of a god—merely an 
invisible Prussian. They say they bc- 
llcvo in this god, who necessarily, from 
their point of view, approves the use 
of oath-breaking and loves 
a good 


slaughter in which his chosen people 
win—though he must sometimes seem 
to them (particularly in his demeanor | 
toward the western front) either a god '

He began the war, he said, because 


the Teutonic will had been impo'-ed 
upon Servta. Therefore Austria, with 
Germany backing her, began killing 
Servians, knowing that this involved 
jenernl European war. Prussia want- 
ed such a war because Prussia meant 
to impose its will upon Europe as a 
step before imposing Its will upon the 
world. 
So far. Prussia has imposed 


Its will upon Germany, Austria, Bul- 
sarla, Turkey, Servia, Belgium, the in- 
habitants of northern France and low- 
er Rournania. The Imposition of the 
Prussian will has been removed from 
ertain lands in Africa and from tho 
surface of the sea, but it threatens all 
the rest of the world. No threat can 
he deadlier, for It is the threat of death, 
pain and slavery.

The problem of pay for both officers 


and men has been solved by an ar- 
rangement under which owners ,of 
vessels would make up the difference 
between the navy pay and the present 
wage rate. 
An enlisted man in the 


naval reserve is paid about one-third 
of what ordinary seamen in the mer- 
chant service now arc drawing. Mer- 
chant fleet officers also are paid now 
more than are naval officers in Hie 
lower commissioned grades. 


Both the shipping board and the 


navy department are conducting train- 
ing schools and under the plan Ihc 
shipping board's schools would be 
-turned over to the navy department. 
Men applying for training lirst would 
be enlisted in the reserves and then 
given training. There is great diffi- 
culty now, it is said, in holding men 
trained in the shipping board's schools 
and enlistment before training would 
solve this problem. 


More than 100,000 officers and men, 


it is estimated, will be needed to man 
the great fleet of vessels American 
shipyards will turn out next year.
